Fiery Plane 
Landing Fails

BAGE, Brazil, April 7 @—A 


Varig Airlines plane crashed at 


Bage Airport today, killing 40 
persons. 

The plane, en route from Livra- 
mento to Palegre, attempted to 
land at Bage, in Brazil’s south- 
ernmost state of Rio Grande Do 
Sul, when one engine caught fire 
shortly after taking off on the last 
leg of the journey. 

The big passenger plane carry-

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THOUSANDS OF PUPILS 
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Georgia Cities Rate 
More Consideration 


The long-awaited Beuhler report on 
Atlanta finances points up a fact which 
this newspaper has noted on numerous 
occasions. Although it provides more than 
20 per cent of the state’s revenue collec- 
tions, Atlanta receives back less in state 
services than almost any other city in 
the nation. 

The prospect ahead—in view of growth 
and demands for schools and services—is 
“materially to advance” the property tax 
rate, find new sources of revenue or to 
receive more state aid. 

Atlanta, with the biggest school pop- 
ulation of any community in Georgia, re- 
ceived only 4.62 per cent of the cost of its 
schools from the state. Of educational 
grants of $88,700,000 in 1955, the city’s 
share of the total was $4,100,000. That is 
the extent of state aid to operating a 
city of more than half a million people. 

The study, made by one of the na- 
tion's top financial experts, shows con- 
clusively that state government is no 
friend of Atlanta. Instead, it has made 
the city a victim from which everything 
possible is exacted without a value-re- 
ceived label. 

In spite of discriminations, the report 
found the city in excellent financial con- 
dition with cost of government relatively 
low in comparison with other cities. The 
property-tax burden on real estate also is 
fairly moderate under the same compari- 
son. This, of course, speaks well for the 
city administration and its handling of 
funds. 

But looking ahead, the squeeze is go- 
ing to become progressively tighter and 
new sources of revenue will have to be 
found. It is a simple matter of arith- 
metic and growth that is proceeding fast- 
er than revenues. Real estate cannot 
continue to absorb the whole load. 

Atlanta is destined to become one of 
the nation’s greatest cities if it is per- 
mitted to do so. Surely the state govern- 
ment will want more of a share in it in- 
stead of continuing present policies which 
tend to hold it back! 

The same is true for all of Georgia’s 
large cities. State government has not kept 
pace with the changing social and eco- 
nomic patterns. It is still tied to the one- 
crop economy and the idea that there is 
something essentially wrong with cities. 
There is something schizophrenic about 
our frantic search for industry and the 
distrust of cities which industry creates. 
Sooner or later we must realize that the 
growth of urban areas creates a whole set 
of new problems which cannot be evaded 
for long.

British Arms Cutback 
Leaves It Up to U. S. 


The British announcement of cutbacks 
in its military plans is startling to say 
the least. The immediate reaction is that 
it amounts to a defeatist attitude or ad- 
mission that the British government has 
decided it would be impossible in case of 
atomic war to defend the islands. 

This government cannot escape some 
of the blame for the British decision. Our 
refusal to back up their action regarding 
Suez emphasized the inability of Britain 
to act alone. In effect, it proclaimed the 
fact that the world now is a two-power 
world and that it is the United States’ task 
to protect one segment of it. 

The effect of Britain’s action will be 
worldwide. It is bound to promote the 
spread of neutralism and to create pres- 
sures in other NATO countries likewise 
to reduce their defense efforts. It gives 
the Russians additional propaganda ma- 
terial to use—as it is now using the 
threat of atomic war against countries 
which permit U.S. atomic bases within 
their borders. 

It means that the United States has 
no choice but to accept the role which 
the Middle East action forced upon us— 
leadership and protection of the remaining 


free nations. This calls for no letup in our . 


own defense efforts and an acceleration of 
guided missiles and atomic arms develop- 
ment. 

This country has opposed British pol- 
icy in the Middle East and elsewhere 
successfully. That being the case, the 
British apparently have decided that if 
we must call the turn on every play we 
must also accept the responsibility. And,

It will not even give it the dig- 
nity of replacing the American minister to Budapest, Edward me 
Wailes, who is now back in the United States after spending a few 
months in the Hungarian capital. No one will be sent in his stead. 


The purpose is to avoid giving 
even a semblance of support to a 
regime which is a Soviet colony, 
which is maintained in power only 
by the presence of Soviet tanks 
and which ha: the undying oppo- 
sition of nearly the whole Hunga- 
rian people. 

The best evidence is that the 
Kadar government continues to be 
regarded by the Hungarian work- 
ers, students and farmers with to- 
tal revulsion and that it can never 
provide a transition to anything 
better for Hungary. 

The only visible hope of the 
Hungarian people is that at some 
point the regime may be able to 
govern and be forced to yield.

U.S. Studies 
Curbs for 
Food Stamp 


By WALTER BREEDE JR. 

NEW YORK, April 7 (#—Trad- 
ing stamps, those pretty little 
stickers that your neighorhood 
merchant gives away “for free,” 
may be in for a bit of rough 
sailing. But if past performance 
is any criterion, they'll survive. 

Government investigators were 
disclosed this week to have drawn 
up a formidable list of complaints 
naming some of the biggest com- 


panies in the business. Some of 
the complaints concern practices 
which have played an important 
part in helping this industry 
grow. 

Trading stamps are big busi- 
ness. Half the nation’s 80 million 
families save them; some 400 
companies sell 600 million dollars 
worth of stamps a year. It’s esti- 
mated that 170,000 merchants use 
them. 


Supermarkets, drug _ stores, 
gasoline stations and other retail 
establishments buy the green, 
pink, blue and yellow stickers and 
hand them out with purchases of 
merchandise. Housewives trade 
the stamps for premiums which 
range from tea pots, silverware 
and cut glass to transistor radios, 
power tools and tape recorders. 


Here, according to people in the 
business, is one key spot where 
the lusty trading stamp industry 
could run afoul of the current 
federal trade commission study: 


It’s axiomatic in the trading 
stamp business that you can’t sell 
stamps to every store in town. 
That would defeat the stamps’ 
purpose. They are meant to be 
used as a promotional weapon) 
or selling tool that gives the store: 
that issues them a competitive | 
edge.

Those who take the rosier view 
that tax cuts may not be too far 
away base their hopes on one of 
two things: 

1. Party politics could bring 
tax cuts regardless of what that 
did to a precariously balanced 
budget or to the federal debt. 

2. Congress might cut the pro- 
posed budget enough to make a 
tax cut feasible. 


INCREASE BUYING 


Somewhere in between is a 
small band that holds that tax 
cuts would spur consumer buy- 
ing, stimulate business activity 
and expansion, and thereby give 
the Treasury as much in income 
tax returns at the lower rate as 
it now gets from present rates 
on corporate and individual in- 
comes. 

But whatever the final out- 
come in Congress over federal 
expenditures and taxes, most 
citizens can take small comfort 
from the prospects nearer home. 

State and loca] tax rates have 
been on the rise, in general, for 
some time. Even faster has risen 
the demand for the things that 
these taxes pay: Schools, hos- 
pitals, highways, sewer and war 
ter systems, police and fire pro- 
tection, and the increasing public 
payroll. 

So the prospect is that the rise 


continue. 
That’s part of the economy’s 
growing pains.

A survey of 200 purchasing 
agents showed they expect price 
increases of from 2 to 10 per 
cent on components, such as cast- 
ings, stampings, gears, fasten- 
ers and electrical equipment.
